Mr.  John  Jenkins,  J.P.J  President  of  the  1805  (British) 
Trades  Union  Congress,  in  speaking  at  tha  ^wtiiii^i  meeting 
of  the  Workingmen*8  Lord's  Day  Beet  Association,  said : 

"  I  am  here  to-nig^t  as  a  supporter  and  preserver  Qf  the 
divinely,  appointed  Day  of  Rest  in  all  its  sanctity,  purity 
and  sweetness,  and  I  am  thi^i  here  in  obedience  bot^  to  my 
Ohristiflpi.and  trade  union  prinsiples.  Now,  in  personally^ 
observing  the  holy  day,  I  know  that  I  am  doing  the  will  or 
its  Divine  Founder,  I  believe,  too,  tlu^t  in  etriving  vrUh 
ffoiu  to  aeawre  for  otTiera  the^  opportwnihf  at  similariy  ob- 
MTving  it,  of  enjoying  the  greateet  of  aueooial  privuegee, 
-lam  doing  true  trade  wUon  work,  vnd pleaHng  Chriat,,mj 
Brother,  by  trying  to  *  db  unto  others  as  I  wotdd  tiiat 
others  should  4o  unto  me."* 

Mr.  JoHipIonaJBf  steel  smelter.  President  of  the  (Brit- 
ish) Trades  Uhion  Congress  of  1802,  in  addressing  the  samo 
Association,  is  reported  as  saying  that  ^*  He  strongly 
opposed  Sunday  work  not  only  because  lie  had  been  a  sdf- 
tmt  from  it^  but  from  hlghefr  and  holier  motives.  He 
opposed  it  because  the  divme  law  said,  'Remember  the 
Sabbath  Day  to  keep  It  holy.'  He  could  not  help  thinking 
thut  Ohristians  had  been  too  Mathetio  in  this  matter.  BiS 
if  the  churches  had  been  -apatnetic  he  thought  they  could 
oongvfttulato  thems^ves  upon  the  success  ofthe  operations 
of  their  Association.  The  worleere  cerkrinly  awed  a  debt  of 
ifratUude  to  the  Society  for  what  U  had  done  for  thnn.'*
